H. Tuck, of Prinoe George's, the Chair waa 
authorized to appoint a committee of three, to wait on the Exeoutive and 
obtain a, list of the Delegates chosen to this Convention. 

The Chair named Messrs. Tuck, of Prince George's, Gwinn, of Baltimore 
city, and Bicacd, of Kent, as the committee. 

Mr. Tuck, from the committee, appointed to wait on the Governor, to obtain 
a list of the Delegates elect to the Convention, reported that the committee had 
performed that duly, and that the Secretary of Slate was now in allendanee 
with H communication from the Governor, touching that subject.

THE BECLAIUTIOI OF EIGHTS. 

We, the People of the State of Maryland, grateful to 
Almighty God for ow civil atid religious liberty, 
and taking into our serious consideration the best 
means of establishing a good Constitution in this 
State, for the sure foundation and more permanent 
security thereof, declare .- 

Article 1. That all government of right onginanai 
originates from the people, is founded in com- •n^"'- 
pact only, and instituted solely for the good of 
the whole; and they have at all times, accord- 
ing to the mode prescribed in this Constitution, 
the unalienable right to alter, reform, or abolish JiisMofEc 
their form of government, in such manner as 
they may deem expedient. 

Art. 2. That the people of this State ought siaie^smgi 
to have the sole and exclusive right of regulat- 
ing the internal government and police thereof 

Art. 3. That the inhabitants of Maryland commonL

Charles the First, to Csecilius Calvert, Baron 
of Baltimore, 

Kigui of Reform. Art. 4. That all persons invested with the 
Legislative or Executive powers of govern- 
ment, are the trustees of the public, and as 
such accountable for their conduct; where- 
fore, whenever the ends of government are 
perverted, and public liberty manifestly en- 
dangered, and all other means of redress are 
ineffectual, the people may, and of right ought 
to reform the old or establish a new govern- 
ment. The doctrine of non-resistance against 
arbitrary power and oppression is absurd, sla- 
vish and destructive of the good and happiness 
of mankind. 

Eightofsuffrage. Akt. 5. That the I'ight of the people to par- 
ticipate in the Legislature is the best security 
of liberty, and the foundation of all free gov- 
ernment; for this purpose elections ought to

be free and frequent, and every free white male 
citizen having the qualifications prescribed by 
the Constitution, ought to have the right of 
suffrage. 

Art, .6. That the legislative, executive and |*p"^'«j 
judicial powers of government ought to be for- '^'"■"" 
ever separate and distinct from each other; aMd.E 
and no person exercising the functions of one '^''- '■ 
of said departments, shall assume or discharge 
the duties of any other. 

Art. 7. That no power of suspending laws, suapem 
or the execution of laws, unless by or derived 
from the Legislature, ought to be exercised or 
allowed. 

Art. 8. That freedom of speech and debate ^™/^^ 
or proceedings in the Legislature, ought not 
to be impeached in any court of judicature. 

Art. 9. That Annapolis be the place for the ^^^^'^ 
meeting of the Legislature; and the Legisla- 
ture ought not to be convened or held at any 
other place but from evident necessity. 

Art. 10. That for the redress of grievances, MecHm 
and for amending, strengthening and preserv- 
ing the laws, the Legislature ought to be fre- 
quently convened. 

Art. 11. That every man hath a right to RigiHo: 
petition the Legislature for the redress of 
grievances in a peaceable and orderly manner. 

Art. 13. That no aid, charge, tax, burthen, or Levjini 
fees, ought to be rated or levied, under any pre- 
tence, without the consent of the Legislature. 

Art. 13. That the levying of taxes by the Mna* 
poll is grievous and oppressive, and ought to 
be abohshed ; that paupers ought not to be p^up™ 
I for the support of Government, but

every other person in the State, or person 
holding property therein, ought to contribute 
his proportion of pubhc taxes, for the support 
- of Government, according to his actual worth 
in real or personal property; yet fines, duties, 
or taxes may properly and justly be imposed 
or laid, on persons or property, with a political 
view, for the good government and benefit of 
the community. 

Art. 14. That sanguinary laws ought to be 
avoided as far as is consistent with the safety 
of the State; and no law to inflict cruel and 
unusual pains and penalties ought to be made 
in any case, or at any time hereafter. 

Art. 15. That retrospective laws, punishing 
acts committed before the existence of such 
laws, and by them only declared criminal, are 
oppressive, unjust and incompatible with lib- 
erty ; wherefore, no ex post facto law ought to 
be made. 

Art. 16. That no law to attaint particular 
persons of treason or felony, ought to be made 
in any case, or at any time hereafter. 

Art. ] 7. That every free man, for any injury 
done to him in his person or property, ought 
to have remedy by the course of the law of 
the land, and ought to have justice and right, 
freely without sale, fully without any denial, 
and speedily without delay, according to the 
law of the land. 

Art. 18. That the trial of facts where they 
*■ arise, is one of the greatest securities of the 
lives, liberties, and estate of the people. 

Art. 19. That in all criminal prosecutions, 
every man hath a right to be informed of the

accusation against him; to have a copy of the 
indictment or charge, in due time (if required) 
to prepare for his defence ; to be allowed coun- 
sel ; to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him ; to have process for his witnesses ; to ex- 
amine the witnesses for and against him on 
oath ; and to a speedy trial by an impartial 
jury, without whose unanimous consent he 
ought not to be found guilty. 

Art. 20. That no man ought to be com- Evidence Egamst 
pelled to give evidence against himself in a 
court of common law, or in any other court, 
but in such cases as have been usually prac- 
tised in this State, or may hereafter be directed 
by the Legislatm-e. 

Art. 21. That no free man ought to be ^'*'^1'^",i^°^^S'' 
taken or imprisoned, or disseized of his free- S'o-.i'miiyi.aH.. 
hold, liberties or privileges, or outlawed, or3Md.4a9. 
exiled, or in any manner destroyed, or deprived 
of his life, liberty or property, but by the judg- 
ment of his peers, or by the law of the land; 
provided, that nothing in this article shall be 
so construed as to prevent the Legislature 
from passing all such laws for the government, 
regulation and disposition of the free colored colored Popuia- 
population of this State as they may deem 
necessary. 

Art. 23, That excessive bail ought not to boii, Fines, ic, 
be required, nor excessive fines imposed, nor 
cruel or unusual punishment inflicted by the 
courts of law. 

Art. 23. That all warrants, without oath, or seafeii war- 
affirmation, to search suspected places, or to 
seize any person or property, are grievous and 
oppressive ; and all general warrants to search

suspected places, or to apprehend suspected 
persons, without naming or describing the 
place, or the person in special, are illegal, and 
ought not to be granted. 

Art. 24. That no conviction shall work cor- 
ruption of hlood, or forfeiture of estate. 

Art. 25. That a well regulated militia is 
the proper and natural defence of a free gov- 
ernment. 
«■ Art. 26. That standing armies are danger- 
ous to liberty, and ought not to be raised or 
kept up without the consent of the Legislature. 

Art. 27. That in all cases and at all times 
the military ought to be under strict subordi- 
nation to, and control of, the civil power. 

Art. 28. That no soldier ought to be quar- 
tered in any house in time of peace without 
the consent of the owner, and in time of war 
in such manner only as the Legislature shall 
direct. 

Art. 29. That no person, except regular 
soldiers, mariners, and marines, in the service 
of this State, or militia when in actual service, 
ought in any case be subject to, or punishable 
by, martial law. 

Art. 30. That the independency and up- 
rightness of Judges are essential to the impar- 
tial administration of justice, and a great secu- 
rity to the rights and liberties of the people ; 
wherefore the Judges shall not be removed, 
except for misbehaviour, on conviction in a 
court of law, or by the Governor, upon the 
address of the General Assembly ; provided^ 
that two-thirds of all the members of each 
House concur in such address. No Judge

shall hold any other office, civil or military, or 
political trust or employment of any kind what- 
soever, under the Constitution or Laws of this iMi-ssa. 
State, or of the United States, or any of them, 
or receive fees or perquisites of any kind for 
the discharge of his official duties. 

Art. 31. That a long continuance in the EotBdoninof. 
executive departments of power or trust is 
dangerous to liberty; a rotation, therefore, in 
those departments is one of the best securities 
of permanent freedom. 

Art, 32, That no person ought to hold at Holding omcea. 
the same time more than one office of profit, 
created by the Constitution or Laws of this 
State; nor ought any person in public trust to 
receive any present from any Foreign Prince, Preaema. 
or State, or from the United States, or any of 
them, without the approbation of this State. 

Art. 33. That as it is the duty of every man Eeiigious Liberty 
to worship God in such manner as he thinks 
most acceptable to Him, all persons are equally 
entitled to protection in their religious liberty, 
wherefore, no person ought, by any law, to be 
molested in his person or estate, on account 
of his rehgious persuasion or profession, or for 
his religious practice, unless under the color 
of religion any man shall disturb the good or- 
der, peace, or safety of the State, or shall in- 
fringe the laws of morality, or injure others in 
their natural, civil, or religious rights; nor ought 
any person to be compelled to frequent or 
maintain or contribute, unless on contract, to 
maintain any place of worship or any ministry ; 
nor shall any person be deemed incompetent 
as a witness or juror who beheves in the exist-

ence of a God, and that under his dispensation 
such person will be held morally accountable 
for his acts, and be rewarded or punished there- 
for, either in this world or the world to come. 
Art. 34. That no other test or quahfication 
ought to be required, on admission to any office 
of trust or profit, than such oath of office as 
may be prescribed by this Constitution, or by 
the laws of the State, and a declaration of be- 
lief in the Christian religion; and if the party 
shall profess to be a Jew, the declaration shall 
be of his belief in a future state of rewards 
and punishments. 
Xm!fZ& ^^■^- 3^- That every gift, sale or devise of 
! land, to any minister, public teacher or preach- 
er of the gospel, as such, or to any religious 
sect, order or denomination, or to or for the 
support, use or benefit of, or in trust for any 
minister, public teacher or preacher of the 
gospel as such, or any rehgious sect, order or 
denomination, and every gift or sale of goods 
or chattels to go in succession, or to take place 
after the death of the seller or donor, to or for 
such support, use or benefit; and, also, every 
devise of goods or chattels, to or for the sup- 
port, use or benefit of any minister, public 
teacher or preacher of the gospel, as such ; 
or any religious sect, order or denomination, 
without the leave of the Legislature, shall be 
void ; except always, any sale, gift, lease or 
devise of any quantity of land, not exceeding 
fiive acres, for a church, meeting house or 
other house of worship, or parsonage, or for a 
burying ground, which shall be improved, en-

Art. 36. That the manner of administering §^1^^'^'™''^ "' 
an oath or affirmation to any person, ought to 
be such as those of the religious persuasion, 
profession or denomination, of which he is a 
member, generally esteem the most effectual 
confirmation by the attestation of the Divine 
Being. 

Art. 37. That the city of Annapolis ought S^ZlpS^!"'' 
to have all its rights, privileges and benefits, 
agreeably to its charter, and the acts of As- 
sembly confirming and regulating the same ; 
subject to such alterations as have been or as 
may be made by the Legislature. 

Art. 38. That the liberty of the press ought Linmyof me 
to be inviolably preserved. 

That monopolies are odious, con- Monopolies, 
trary to the spirit of a free government and 
the principles of commerce, and ought not to 
be suffered.

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THE CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. 

ELECTIVE FilANCHISE. 

/ Section 1. Every free white male person, 
of twenty-one years of age or upwards, who 
shall have been one year next preceding the 
election a resident of the State, and for six 
months a resident of the city of Baltimore, or 
of any county in which he may offer to vote, 
and being at the time of the election a citizen 
of the United States, shall be entitled to vote 
in the ward or election district in which he re- 
sides, in all elections hereafter to be held ; and 
at all such elections the vote shall be taken by 
ballot. And in case any county or city shall 
be so divided as to form portions of different 
electoral districts for the election of Congress- 
men, Senator, delegate, or other officer or offi- 
cers, then to entitle a person to vote for such 
officer, he must have been a resident of that

tion ; but a person who shall have acquired a 
residence in such county or city entitling him 
to vote at any such election, shall be entitled 
to vote in the election district from which ho 

i- removed, until he shall have acquired a resl- 
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dence in the part of the coisnty or city to 
which he has rcmovetl. 

Sec. 2. That if any person shall give, or Eiibety. 
offer to give, directly or indirectly, any bribe, 
present or reward, or any promise, or any se- 
curity for the payment or delivery of money 
or any other thing, to induce any voter to re- 
frain from casting his vote, or forcibly to pre- 
vent him in any way from voting, or to obtain 
or procure a vote for any candidate or person 
proposed or voted for, as elector of Presi- 
dent and Vice-President of the United States, 
or representative in Congress, or for any of- 
fice of profit or trust created by the Consti- 
tution or laws of this State, or by the ordi- 
nances or authority of the Mayor and City 
Council of Baltimore, the person giving or 
offering to give, and t'he person receiving the 
same, and any person who gives or causes to 
be given an illegal vote, knowing it to be so, 
at any election to be hereafter held in this 
State, shall, on conviction in a court of law, 
in addition to the penalties now or hereafter penauie^ 
to be imposed by law, be forever disqualified 
to hold any office of profit or trust, or to vote 
at any election thereafter. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the General Lawaagj 
Assembly of Maryland to pass laws to punish ™""' 
with fine and imprisonment any person who 1353,01,. 
shall remove into any election district or ward 
of the city of Baltimore, not for the purpose 
of acquiring a bona fide residence therein, 
but for the purpose of voting therein at an 
approaching election, or who shall vote in any 
election district or ward in which he does not 
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reside, (except in the case provided for in the 
first article of the Constitution,) or shall, at 
the same election, vote in more than one elec- 
tion district or ward, oi- shall vote or offer to 
vote, in any name not his own, or in place of 
any other person of the same name, or shall 
vote in any county in which he does not reside. 
Sec. 4. Every person elected or appointed 
to any office of profit or trust under the Con- 
stitution or laws made pursuant thereto, before 
he shall enter upon the duties of such office 
shall take and subscribe the following oath or 
affirmation: I, A. B., do swear (or affirm, as 
the case may be,) that I will support the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and that I will be 
faithful and bear true allegiance to the State 
of Maryland, and support the Constitution and 
laws thereof; and that I will, to the best of my 
skill and judgment, diligently and faithfully, 
without partiality or prejudice, execute the of- 
fice of according to the Constitution 

and laws of this State, and that since the adop- 
tion of the present Constitution, I have not, in 
any manner, violated the provisions thereof in 
relation to bribery of voters or preventing legal 
or procuring illegal votes to be given; (and if 
a Governor, Senator, member of the House of 
Delegates, or Judge,) "that I will not directly 
or indirectly receive the profits or any part of 
the profits of any other office during the time 

of my acting as ." And if any person 

elected or appointed to office as aforesaid, shall 
refuse or neglect to take the said oath or affir- 
mation, he shall be considered as having refus- 
ed to accept the said office, and a new election 
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or appointment shall be made as in case of 
refusal or resignation, and any person swearing 
or affirming falsely in the premises, shall, on 
conviction thereof in a court of law, incur the 
penalties for wilful and corrupt perjury, and be 
thereafter incapable of voting at any election, 
and also incapable of holding any office of 
profit or trust in this State. 

Sec, 5. That no person above the age of f 
twenty-one years, convicted of larceny or other 
infamous crime, unless he shall be pardoned by 
the Executive, shall ever thereafter be entitled 
to vote at any election in this State, and no 
person under guardianship as a lunatic, or as 
a person non compos mentis, shall be entitled 
to vote. 



ARTICLE II. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

Section 1. The Executive power of the '. 
State shall be vested in a Governor, whose * 
term of office shall commence on the second 
Wednesday of January next ensuing his elec- 
tion, and continue for four years, and until his 
successor shall have qualified.

A Secretary of State shall be ap- s 
pointed by the Governor, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, who shall i 
continue in office, unless sooner removed by 
the Governor, till the end of the official term 
of the Governor from whom he received his 
appointment, and shall receive an annual salary 
of one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 23. He shall carefully keep and pre- i 
serve a record of all official acts and proceed- 
ings, (which may, at all times, be inspected by 
a committee of either branch of the Legisla- 
ture,) and shall perform such other duties as 
may be prescribed by law, or as may properly 
belong to his office.

Kent, two; Anne Arundel, three; Calvert, two;

Sec. 5. The first election for delegates shall Ss""'^'^'' 
take place on the first Wednesday of Novem- 
ber, eighteen hundred and fifty-one; and the 
elections for delegates and for one-half of the 
Senators, as nearly as practicable, shall be held 
on the same day in every second year thereaf- 
ter, but an election for Senators shall be held 
in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-one, in 
Howard county, and all those counties in which 
senators were elected in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and forty-six.

missioners of the county, in which a vacancy 
may occur, or the Mayor and City Council of 
Baltimore, as the case may be, shall appoint a 
person to serve as constable until the next re- 
gular election thereafter for said officers. An 
appeal shall lie in all civil cases from the judg- 
ment of a Justice of the Peace to the Circuit 
Court, or to the Court of Common Pleas of 
Baltimore city, as the case may be, and on all 
such appeals, either party shall be entitled to a 
trial by jury, according to the laws now exist- 
ing, or which may be hereafter enacted.

Sec. 23. The present Chancellor and the Si^^^^f^^; 
Register in Chancery, and, in the event of any oootiofci.™- 
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vacancy in their respective offices, their suc- 
cessors in office respectively, who are to be 
appointed as at present, by the Governor anti 
Senate, shall continue in office, with the pow- 
ers and compensation as at present establish- 
ed, until the expiration of two years after the 
adoption of this Constitution by the people, 
and until the end of the session of the Legis- 
lature next thereafter, after which the said 
offices of Chancellor and Register shall be 
abolished. The Legislature shall, in the mean

ARTICLE V.

therefrom for incompetency, wilful neglect of 
duty or misdemeanor in office, on conviction 
in a court of law. 

AH elections for the State's Attor- 
ney shall be certified to, ariti returns made 
thereof, by the clerks of the said counties and 
city to the Judges thereof having criminal ju- 
risdiction, respectively, whose duty it shall be 
to decide upon the elections and quahfications 
of the persons returned, and in case of a tie be- 
tween two or more persons, to designate which 
of said persons shall qualify as State's Attor- 
ney, and to administer the oaths of office to 
the persons elected. 
* Sec, 3. The State's Attorney shall perform 
such duties and receive such fees and commis- 
sions as are now prescribed by law for the 
Attorney General and his Deputies, and such 
other duties, fees and commissions as may 
hereafter be prescribed by law, and if any 
State's Attorney shall receive any other fee 
or reward than such as is, or may be allowed 
by law, he shall, on conviction thereof, be 
removed from office. 

Sec. 4. No person shall be eligible to the 
office of State's Attorney who has not been 
admitted to practice the law in this State, and 
who has not resided for at least one year in 
the county or city in which he maybe elected. 

Sec. 5. In case of vacancy in the office of 
State's Attorney, or of his removal from the 
county or city in which he shall have been 
elected, or on his conviction as herein before 
specified, the said vacancy shall be tilled by 
the Judge of the county or city, respectively, 
having criminal jurisdiction in which said va- 
cancy shall occur, until the election and quali- 
fication of his successor; at which election 
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said vacancy shall be filled by the voters of 
the said county or city, for the residue of the 
term thus made vacant. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of ^ 
the Court of Appeals, and the Commissioner ^ 
of the Land Office, respectively, whenever a 
case shall be brought into said court or office, 
in which the State is a party, or has an interest, 
immediately to notify the Governor thereof

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ARTICLE VII.

* Public Works to review, from time to time, 
the rate of tolls adopted by any company ; use 
all legal powers which they may possess to ob- 
tain the establishment of rates of tolls, which 
may prevent an injurious competition with each 
other, to the detriment of the interests of the 
State; and so to adjust them as to promote 
the agriculture of the State. It shall also be 
the duty of the said Commissioners of Public 

- Works to keep a journal of their proceedings; 
and at each regular session of the Legislature 

- to make it a report, and to recommend sach 
legislation as they shall deem necessary and 
requisite to promote or protect the interest of 
the State in the Public Works ; and perform 
such other duties as may be prescribed by law. 
They shall each receive such salary as may be 
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allowed by law, which shall not be increased or. ie5a,eh, la^. 
diminished during their continuance in office.

wiih their apparent or supposed causes, and of the subjects that require 
pirucular attention on the part of the Liegislaiure, and of officers in 
other departments of the Government, 

It ]s ''aiA bj the ieameii and elegant Commentator on the Laws of 
England, thit thero ire three points to be considered in the conslrnclion 
of statutes iiz the old law the mischief ind the remedy. The framers 
of the New Ton'ilitulion had hefore them the Old Law, and had also, it 
IS to be presumed some idea ot the mischiefs which were intended to 
be prevented, by the remedies which hive been provided. It may be 
useful therefore to note both the changpi and their causes ; for no change 
19 ever made without a cause, and without a due consideration of both, 
no man can clearly understand or properly perform his duly. 

THE DECLARATION OF RIGHTS. 

This Declaration, consisting principally of immutable principles of 
government, has been but slightly altered. 

The addition to the JirsC article of it is the only change of sufficient 
importance to notice. It relates to the "unalienable right to alter the 
form of government," and contains a restriction of this right to "the 
mode prescribed in the Constitution." The importance of this alteration 
may be seen by reflection upon the fact that the Old Constitution was 
altered, at the time of the formation of this New one, in a mode different 
from that which was prescribed in the former, and that the right of

Art. II. — Executive Departmewt. 

By the^isf scelwn ct this article the tfrm of office of the Governor 
is enlarged from three to four jears Bj this change, the expiration of 
it is made to comcidp with that of eiery second term of the Delegates, 
they being elected b ennially, in whii-h respect (here is a similarity be- 
tween the Gonsntution of this Slite and that of the United States. 

By the/o«rfft section it is provided, that when two or more persons 
have the highest and an equal nuixiher of votes for Governor, the second 
vote shall be confined to those persons an 1 if the votes be again equal, 
the election is to be determined by lot Th great use of such a provi- 
sion, in some casei, will reidilj be perceived by those who have studied 
the history ot the elections of Speakers Presidents and other offi.cers, 
both in the National and fetate Legi'ilaturps It would have been well if 
this principle hid been extended lo other officers than the Governor, It 
can be demon'itntedj with almost mithemitical certainty, that the only 
plan which is bulh just and certain m ils operation, for the election of a 
person fo any ofB.ce, where there are spveral candidates, is continually 
lo drop tkp lowest one, after the first ballot, and if at last there be a tie, 
to decide by lot. 

The ninth section prohibits the Governor from taking the cotnmand in 
person of the forces of the State, without the consent of tlie Legislature. 
It is to be hoped tliat there may never be occasion for his asliing or their 
giving such consent. 
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The seventeenth section imposes upon tiie Governor the new duty of 
examining tiie books of tlie Treasurer, which ia designed to be an addi- 
tional check upon that Department of Government, 

The nimteenth section imposes restrictions upon llie pardoning power, 
which, are well calculated 1o restrain the exercise of it within proper 
bounds. 

Besides these clianges, affecting the Governor's prerogative, there is 
another, whicii is the moal important of them all. He has been stripped 
of the power of judging of the suitability of candidates for all the prin- 
cipal offices in the Slate, and of appointing thera, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, and is now clothed with such powers only as 
properly appertain to the chief Executive authority in a State. It is to

at home and abroad. Honor as well in a State as in an individual, 
ought to be as zealously guarded as Liberty. 

The twenty-third section prohibits extra compensation from being given, 
after a contract ia made, as it lias been often heretofore.

The omission of the provision, contained in the Old Constitution, 
against a lax for religion, was made probably on the ground that in this 
enlightened age the Legislature did not need to be reminded of the im- 
propriety of it.

This plan of giving authority to one irom one soi rce and to the 
other from another makes them m a measLre mdepenlent of each 
other; and thereby the dinger of collusion la greatly lessened By the 
old system there wis no such cheek upon the Treasurer, the integrity of 
a single individual being the chief and almost the only safeguard of the 
State in. regard to its treasure 

Art Vn — SoNDRi Officers. 

This article providei fnr the election ol sundry oflicers hy tiie people. 
The office of Commissioner of Pubhc Works of whom there are to be 
four, is a new one. Their duty is to supeiiniend the interest of the State 
in Rail Road and Canal Cempaniea, 
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By the fmtrth and fifth seetions it is provided that a Lottery Commis- 
sioner shaii be elected every two years until 1st April, !859, when the 
whole system is to be abolished. 

By the sixth seetkm the Commissioner of the Land 0£Ece is to be 
elected by the people, and to perform the duties of the Register of the Land 
Office and Esaminer-General, 

The dglith section provides for the election of County Commissioners, 
and that their powers and duties shall be uaifonn throughout the Slate. 
This is a great iraprovemenl upon the existing Acts of Assembly in 
regard to those officers and their duties. 

Art. VIIE, — New Counties. 

By this article one new county is created, and provision is made for 
tlie creation of another. 

Art. IX.— Militia. 
Sundry duties are here prescribed for the Legislature in regard to 
statutes to be passed for regulating the Militia of the Stale. The present 
law on the subject is not enforced, and it is comparatively a dead letter. 

Art. X.~Miscei,lineous. 
Among the miscellaneous provisions in this article, those in the_^sl 
section are particularly to be noted, as being new and useful, viz. that 
every offtcer, except the Governor, who receives more than three thou- 
sand dollars per annum, for the performance of his official dutiea, shall 
pay the balance into the Treasury, and give a statement of his receipts 
and expenditures. The fact that certain officers heretofore received com- 
pensations much too large, led to these provisions. 

Art. XL — Amendment at the Constitction. 
By this article the mode of amending the Constitution has been 
entirely changed. The former mode was that amendments must be made 
by an Act of Assembly passed at one session and a conformatory Act at 
the nest; but hereafter they are 10 be made by Conventions, elected for 
this purpose, at intervals of ten years. The principal arguments urged 
in favor of this latter mode are ■.—-first, that the fundamental law of the 
State, being superior to all the departments of government, and regulating, 
among ether things, the powers and duties of the Legislature itself, ought 
not to be under the control of the Legislature or any other department of 
the governraent, in order that the equihbrlum, and the balances and

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checks, which have been proyided to preserve the independence of the 
several departmeols, should not be destroyed, and that one department 
should not trespass upon the rights of another; — secondly, that the amend- 
ment of a Constitution, which is a work of more importance than the 
ordinary business of legislation, should not be mixed up with this, but be 
made at a lime specially appointed for the purpose; — thirdly, that the 
Delegates to a Convention to amend the Constilutioa will be wiser and 
better men than those of the Legislature. 

The Duties of the Legislathbe. 

The duties imposed upon the Legislature, by the provisions of the 
New Constilution, being numerous and interspersed with various subjecis 
throughout the instrument, it will facilitate references to all or any of them 
to note them in order. 

Some of these duties are. requited either by the instrument itself, or 
from evident necessity, to be performed, at the fh-st session of (fte Ltgisla- 
lm-& after the adoption of it. These may be seen by reference to the 
following articles and sections, viz. :
